Coltic, ts peculiarly adapted for the 
universal Janguage. As a matter of 


fact, ove of the Gromm brothers, the 
famous philotog sts urged, upon the German 

Goveramont to adopt English as the official 

language, and at the present time a similar 

proposition is being seriously considered by 

the statesmon of Japan, This fact gives 

England a yery great prominoacs, 

Then tho date of their increase Is so large 
that uuless some great calamity, that cannot 
now be thought of, overtakes them the Eng- 
lish unust ere very long dominate tha world; 
even now they occupy enormous tracte of 
territory in the most fruitful portions of the 
world. 

‘The Doctor spoke of the moral influence, 
the commercial prominencs aud the great 
achievements, particularly on postal railway 
and tolograpb services, of the Euglish-speak- 
ing race, and made rather au amusing allu- 
sion to sugar-refining and sugar-cating as 
one of the unfailing proofs of a civilized 
race. The average Euglishman cate about 
his own weight of sugar cach year. Tho 
ordinary Russian hardly kaows what it is, 

Another great strength of the English- 
spoaking race ‘< that they aro a peace-loving 
people, The United States, England and 
her colonies support only small standing 
armies, but the other great nations are im- 
povorishod in money and deprived of the 
sorvices of tho flowor of thelr youth by the 
largo military forces that they are compelled 
to koop Up, 

Dr. McGlynn deduced that the Bnglish- 
speaking people are to be the people of tho 
world, and concluded by urging on all to 
forgot their petty differences and dwell upon 
and magaify everything that is common to 
all,

Russtdn Wereary, 

Among the articles of export from Russia 
whict are now beginning to attain a certain 
importance are quick-silyer and phosphorus. 
Until quite recently Russia obtained all the 
quicksilver consumed by her from abroad, 
but since the commencement of exploitations 
of the mines of Bakhmut, Russian mercury ts 
not only ousting the foreign article from the 
local markets, but it has become an article of 
export. In 1887, 7,803 poods of it were 6x: 
rted from St. Petersburg and Libau. In 
889, 3,150 poods of phospliorns were also ex- 
ported. 
The mercury mines of Saigewa, near the Ni 
kitowka Station of the Azof Railway, prove 
to be exceedingly rich. The deposits contain 
threo layers of bydrargerr us ore, the total 
quantity of ore containing the inetal being 


estimated at 12,000,000 poods. The ore is | 


sprung by means of dynamite, crushed by 
manual labor and by crushing machines, and 
finally roay.cd. In 1889 the yield of the mines 
was 10,202 poods of pure metallic quicksilver,

ECONOMY VS FXTRAVAGANCE 


Our local contemporary again refers to 
Sir Richard Cartwright’s deficits when he 
was finance minister, a charge to which 
he would plead guilty. But a deficit is 
not necessarily a bad thing by any means. 
Ifit be caused by extravagant expenditure 
it should be condemned. 
by a determination to keep down the 
burden of taxation during a period of dc. 
pression, it sa most laudable thing in- 
doed. In 1874 when Sir Richard took 
office, our expenditure was $23,316,316; in 
1878 it was $23,503,158, an increase of 
only $186,842 in four years. Then the 
Tories took office and our expenditure ran 
up by tbe millions till now itis over 

000,000, an increase of over $14,000,- 
000. In the first two years after the Tories 
took office, 1879-80, the total deficits sur- 

passed those of the four yeevs Sir Richard 
was in charge of the finances.And then our 
enormous rate of taxation was adopted 
and the revenue suddealy increased by 
about six millions and for a short time 
there ‘vere surpluses. But the expenditure 
in the hands of the spendthrifts kept pace 
with the additional taxation and soon we 
again came to the era of deficits amount- 
ing to many millions of dollars, and these 
haye continued until last year. The test 
offinancial bility and trustworthiness is 
nota matter of deficits but of expenses 
and revenues. Sir Richard kept the taxes 
and expenditure down tc the lowest pos- 
sible rate. TheTories 12 pidly mcreased both, 
so that now the government takes from us 
530,000,000, in taxes anfincrease of over 
$12,000,000 since 1878, Whotheniis the better 
administrator, the one who kept down our 
burdens and our expenditure, or the one 
who doubled both. 

a 
THE LIBERAL POLICY, 

The first part of Sir Richard Cart- 
wright’s resolution moved during the dis- 
cussion on the budget speech, is as fol- 
lows: “That the situation of the country 
requires that the government should forth- 
with reduce all duties on articles of prime 
necessity, and more particularly on ,’those 
most generally consumed by artisans, 
miners, fishermen and farmers.” Our 
local contemporary in some comments 
on this does not pretend to say that this 
would not be a wise and a just thing to do, 
but it claims it would be impracticable to 
zeduce the duties as we must have’ suffic- 
ent revenue to meet the expenditures. 
That admitted fact does not.stand in the 
way of a reductionsuch as the Literals 
advocate. In the first place it is quite 
possible to reduce the expenditure by 
many million dollars, We will instance a 
few items that could be curtailed orcut off. 
Our useless High commissionership could 
be abolished and thus a saving ot fifty 
thousand dollars made. The Intercol- 
onial railway as Dr, Weldon says, could 


be run on business principles and a de- 
ficit of {a million that must now be 
raised by taxation, be wiped out. The 


senate could be abolished and a million or 
more saved in this way. A few hundred 
useless civil servants could be dismissed, 
and thousands of small outlays curtailed 
in ways pointed out every session by the 
Liberals. Hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in contracts for public works could be 
raved by honest administration in ways 
mide obvious in the pending Tarte in- 
vestigation. In these and various other 


ways an honest and careful finance min- 


ister could cut down our expenditure by 
several million dollars, 

In the second place any further deficit 
that might occur in consequence ofa re- 
duction of the duties on necessaries could 
and should be made up by increased du- 
ties on luxuries in a similar way,that Mr 
Foster has done in the case of the sugar 
duties. Ifnecessary a good many million 
dollars extra could thus be raised in such 
& way as to be a burden to nobody, The 
Liberals have always condemned the pre- 
sent Tory policy for one thing because 
the taxes imposed bear much more hardly 
on the poor than on the rich» They pro- 
pose to so readjust the duties so as to do 
away with this injustice. By thus re- 
ducing the expenditures and by shifting 
a fair proportion of the taxes on to the 
rich the duties on the necessaries could be 
reduced as the Liberals claim without det- 
riment to the public service,

Ald, Bogart, as chairman of the joint 
committee appvinted to consider the mat- 
ter, stated that although the committee 
bad reported that a civil engineer be ap- 
pointed it had not been done without 
considerable diversity of opinion, Some 
thought that a street surveyor would 
answer all purposes. 

Ald, Collins moved seconded by Ald. 
Johnson thata street surveyor be appoint- 
ed as the city was notable to bear the 
expense of acivil engineer, 

Ald. Hanley was not committed to any 
candidate to the office but would vote tor 
the man most capable of filling the posit= 
ion with credit tu himself and justice to 
thecity. He could not but come to the 
conclusion that a civil engineer, if he 
would act for the same salary, would be in 
the best interests ofthe city, There was 
a large amount of money spent In this 
department every yearand he should be 
capable of spending this money judiciously 
He thought a surveyor should be able to 
draw plans and prepare proper estim tes 
and specifications on all kinds of work and 
could make a report that the council’could 
rely upon. ; 

Ald. Yeomans said their could be no 
doubt that a civil engineer would be to 
the advantage of the city. A civil, engi- 
neer would be able to prepare plans of the 
city for a system of sewerage and a plan 
for the registry office which of themselves 
would cost $6.0. ‘This would cover the 
salary of the office tor the year, and it was 
a strong argume..t in favor of appointing a 
man who could do such work. He hoped 
the aldermen would waive personal feeling 
and vote for the man who was best adapt- 
ed for the position. He believed chere 
was one applicant who was capable of 
filling all the requirements of the city, 
Nearly every city in Canada hac a map 
of the city for the convenience of the pub- 
lic works committee locating hydrants, 
electric lights, water and gas means, etc, 
Belleville had no stich map anda civil en- 
gineer, if appointed, could easily prepare 
such a guide, at no eatra cost to the City. 

Ald. Ponton was not in favor of limiting 
the appointment to any one profession to 
the exclusion of all others. ‘They were 
not appointing an officer for the im- 
mediate reqnirements of the city but for 
alltime to come. He was applauded by 
the audience. 

Ald. Collins said the city wanted a 
street surveyor who would give the work 
his undiyided attention and not coop him- 
self up in an office and maxe plans ant 
specifications to the neglect of the streets.

“Two or more partners in the ownership 
lease or occupation of the same property 
have the right to be registered as voters, 
provided that the value of such property 
the amount of the rent paid, equally divid- 
ed between the parties, is sufficient to 
qualify all. 

“Persons qualified to vote on income 
must be registered on the list of the poll- 
ing district in which they reside; pro- 
prietors, in the district where the property 
on which they qualify is located. 

“Farmers’, owners’ and tenants’ sons 
must have resided with their father or 
mother, father-in-law or mother-in-law, as 
the case!may be, during the twelve months 
preceding their demand to be placed on 
the list. Nevertheless; occasional ab- 
sences notexceeding six months in this 
period will not prevent their registration; 
nor will the absence of sailors, fishermen, 
in the pursuit of their occupation, nor ot 
Students in attendance at any institution 
of learning in Canada, be considered for 
the purpose of the law as absence from 
residenre of the father or mother, is the 
case may be.”

ANOTHER MAMMOTH CAVE, 


Oregon's Wonderful Cavern and What an 
Exploration Disclosed, 

San Francisco, July 11.—The Examiner 
announces tho discovery of enormous caverns 
in Josephine County, Oregon, about 12 miles 
oorth of the California lino and about 40 
miles from the coast, Many of the passages 
within the caye are described as of great 
beauty, contafning in them sorl-transparent 
stalactites, giant milk-white pillars and 
pools and streams of pure, clear water. Tho 
varty spenta week iu exploring the caye 
and found innumerable passages and cham- 
bers, and several miles from the entrance 
they discovered a small lake of clear water 
aud water fall 80 feot in helght. All kinds 
of grotesque figures were found in the vari- 
ous chambers, Large numbers of flash light 
photographs were taken, Tho only sign of 
animal life was found a short distance from 
the entrance, where a few bones 
indicated that bears had used it fora lair 
and carried their prey there. It was esti- 
mated that the main body of the cave is 1500 
foot from the surface of the maintain and the 
cavern itself appeared to be fully as large as 
the mammoth cavern in Kentucky,

A Sister's Startling Discovery in n Nebras-

You thus see that although it was bad 
before, itis worse now, Before you paid 
two millions of dollars upon these ten 
articles, to reach your market. Now you 
pay over five and a half millions. How do 
you like it? Are you willing to continue 
this sort of thing ind for how long? But 
how do you think that affects this County 
of Hastings? I find that the average 
barley crop for Hastings is put down at 
1,047,000 bushels, upon which there is a 
duty to the United States of 80c, amount- 
ing to $314,000, 

The crop of peas is 885,00 bushels, which 
at 40c duty amounts $134,000, 

Your hay crop gives about 87,000 tons, 
which at $4a ton duty amuunts to $348,- 
000, . 

Your potato crop averages about 7{8,- 
000 bushels, which at 25 cents a bushel 
duty, amounts to $199,500, So that you 
observe the McKinley Bill means duty 
upon barley, peas, hay and potatoes every 
year for this country, which would amount 
to $995,5000. Of course it “will be said 
that your entire crop is not sold, that a 
large proportion is kept for seed and home 
consumption. This is perfectly true. but 
that does not touch the argument, as to 
the loss for what you have to sell, nor the 
depreciation in value of what you keep. 
But it may be said, that af you consume a 
portion, of these products, it does not 
matter what theprice is. I say it does 
matter, The higher the pnce of what you 
raise, the more you raise, the more you 
will endeavor to raise, and the more care- 
fal you will be to increase the quantity of 
what you have in your cellar. A hun lred 
bushels of potatoes worth a dollar a bushel 
because you can sell them for that, are 
they any the less worth a hundred dollars, 
because you intend to use a portion of 
them for yourown table. The objection 
is irrelevent, and does not meet the fact. 

I find thatthe value of live stock in 
Hastings, is put at about twoa half mil: 
lions, ‘There is a loss here of least thirty 
; percent, making three quarters of a mil- 
lion loss. 

he value of farm property in Hastings 
atthe present time would probably not 
exceed trom twelve to sixteen millions. It 
ought to be and will be from twenty to 
twenty-four millions, if we had a_ free 
market that would enchance theprice, and 
So raise the yearly produce of the farm, 
and consequently its value, 

To sum up then the result of our in 
quiry, we find that the policy adopted by 
thy present government is to shut them 
out from their natural market, to enable 
trusts and combines by their high tariff to 
fleece the people so that you ate wronged 
in not being permitted to get the best 
price for what you have to sell, and in not 
being permitted to make the best bargain 
for what you have to buy, and this in 
direct opposition to what was promised 
when the National Policy was introduced. 
If you will lend me your attention, I will 
show you that the faith upon which that 
policy was inaugurated, has been broken. 
I find, thatin the session of parliament 
immediately before the election of 1878, 
Sir John Macdonald moved, “That the 
Speaker do not now leave the chair, but 
that this House is of opinion that the wel- 
fare of Canada requires the adoption of a 
National policy, which by a judicious re- 
adjustment of the tariff, will benefit and 
foster the agricultural, the mining, the

Dr, Montague,in his speech on Mr.Cart 
wrights's resolution, spent a lot ofjvaluable 
time in trying to prove shat the farmers 
in the United States are in a bad way, 
that land there has depreciated in value, 
that many of the farms are mortgaged.

Citizen to to fillup-its_ space with, perhaps» 
but ourspace is too valuable to have wuti- 
lized for such dissertations.For all we know 
allthat Dr. Montague said about the 
American farmers and farm mortgages 
may be true. But so far as the discussion 
of this question of reciprocity is concern- 

ed we do not see that it ma akes any dif- 

ference whether it istrue or not. What 
has all of this got to do with the subject ? 
The Tories are fond of dragging in this 
irrelevant matterin order to hide the 
weakness of their arguments against reci- 
procity. The Liberals don’t make any 
claims that all American farmers is 
prosperous, so fir as the discussinn’ is con- 

cerned it makes no difference whether 
they ure or not. All we ask is that our 
farmers shall be given the advantages 
their geographical position entitles them 
to, Ontario is nearer the grain markets 
of New York and the New England 
states than are the grain producing states 
of the west. This gives our farmers an 
advantage of several cents a bushel over 
their competitors, the difference in the 
freight rates from Ontario and from say 
Dakota. All along the American frontier 
are large American cities where the prices 
of our perishable produce is much higher 
than the price in Cntario, If the duties 
were abolished the farmers could 
have the benefit of these | enhanc- 
ed prices and realize _ millions 
of dollars of additional profits. Our ex: 
perience in shipping eggs before and after 
the duty of 6 cents a dozen was imposed 
is an illustration of the valueof this mar- 
ket. Anyone who studies the markets in 
Ontario and those in New York will no- 
tice thar the prices of produce is much 
higher in the later than the former. We 
wantto giveour farmers the benefit of 
these higher prices. 

The same is true of the other Provinces 
‘The people of Quebec wanta chance to 
team heir hay and other produce ‘across 
the line and sell it at where the prices are 
generally much higher than in Quebec. 
The hard wheat of Manitoba is in demand 
at Minneapolis and elsewhere and the 
removal of the duty would enable the 
farmers of that Province to realize higher 

rices for thair grain, The people of 

ritish Columbie would find it very 
profitable to freely exchange their pro- 
ducts with the peoyle of California and 
other Pacific States. The people of the 
maratime provinces would be millions of 
dollars in pocket if theycould freely ex- 
change their minerals and fish for such 
of the products of the New Eng- 
land States as they’ need. This is the 
whole casein a nutshell. The relative 
condition of-the farmers infthe two coun- 
tries has nothing to do with the matter, 
for everborly knowns how much more 
economical and industrious the Canadians 
are than the Yankees. All we are con- 
cerned with is this fact, a fact that can be 
proyen at any time trom the market re- 
ports, Zthat the prices of most of the 
things our farmers have to sell is greater 
in the States than in the adjacent 
Provinces, and that reciprocity 
give our farmers the 
of these higher prices, while at the 
Same time enabling us to develop our 
splendid mineral resources.

Mn. J.W, JOHNSON DISCUSSES THE 
QUESTION OF RECIPROCITY, 


And Tella how the Conservative Party

Sal emphatic in declaring 
thatBngland wilMSnever abandon it as ever 
Mr, femaso as. Itis worse than folly 
for the Imperial Federationists to expect 
that England will ever enter into a league 
by which duties will again be imposed 
wpon the food of her people even 
in the interests of her colonies. 
Cheap food is England's policy of protec- 
tiou. It is worth observing that the col- 
onial statesmen who now suggest to Eng- 
land a differential duty in favor cf the 
colonies have never shown the slightest 
disposition to grant a differential duty in 
favor of tenglish goods in their countries. 

Mr. Johnson next alluded to the suurces 
from which England raised her revenue, 
while admitting the products of the world 
free, and suggested how Canada's rever ue 
could be maintained in the event of unre- 
stricted reciprocity being adopted. His 
declaration here, that England will not 
be isolated in trade from the rest of the 
world, nor will Canada continue to be cur 
off from the trade of her own continent 
was received with hearty applause. 

Free Trade on this American continent 
will be a long step towards England’s 
policy of Free Trade with the world, la- 
stead of Canada only being vur home 
market we propose to make the whole 
continent a home market. ‘The transpor- 
tation facilities are all in existence; the 
great railways and steamboat lines are 
ready to carry Canadian products to the 
ends of that continent, to every State in 
the Union, as well as to every Province 
of Canada. We haveonly to take down 
the customs barrier to profit by the ebb 
and flow of commerce that creates the 
prosperity that attracts our young men to 
the United States, Weare told that such 


a policy is disloyal. Disloyal to whom? 
to what? Noman in England, none of 
the great organs of public opinion declare 
itto be disloyal. The policy of unres-

tricted reciprocity is disloyal tono politi 
cal principle or connection, nor even to 
any political sentiment, Itis inthe best 
interests of the Canadian people, ind our 
first duty isto ourselves. England and 
che United States; the Englishmen and 
the American, do what the is best for 
themselves. Is there any reason why our 
branch of the Anglo-Saxon family should 
hesitnte to follow the example of the 
other members. 

It was an exceedingly profitable exper- 
ience we had from 1864 to 1866 when the 
old reciprocity treaty existed between 
Canada and the United States. The 
trade that in 1853 was only twenty mil- 
lions had increased in 1866 to eighty-four 
millions. While this marvellous increase 
in trade took place it is not recorded that 
the countries came any nearer together 
politically —that loyalty to the crown suf- 
fered in the slightest degree. On the 
contrary, prosperity brought contentment, 
but who will predict the future ifthe pol- 
icy of isolation is continued and by it our 
natural resources remain undeveloped, 
our youny men continue to take their 
abilities and allegiance over to a foreign 
flag and English immigration and capital 
flow into the United States? Capital and 
immigration are never affected by senti- 
ment. If they were Canada should have 
a population at least five times what it 
has aow. Capital and immigration seek 
for the best opportunities of employment. 
Until we can offer these in the same de- 
gree that the United States does we shall 
continue tobe deprived of the young 
men and money that we need, The policy 
ofProtection is onlyin theinterest ofthe few 
and after twelve years of nursing the man- . 
ufacturers should be allowed to fight their 
own battle in the fair field continental free 
trade would provide them with An in- 
fant whom its parents failed to wean at 
the proper time, because of the stupid fear 
that deprivation of the maternal susten- 
ance would injure him, is an object of rid- 
icule, He is still going to his mother’s 
breast when he ought to be at the table 
with the other boys. Canadian manufac- 
turers are stillcrying out for protection 
they fear to give up the maternal breast 
provided bythe N. P. Justas it would 
be folly, in the child’s own interest, to 
fail to wean it when the right time arrives, 
So is it absurd and foolish to protect man- 
ufacturers when they, if ever, must now 
have arrived at a time when they can 
stand alone. 

Protection may be defended up to the

Twonty Five Candidates For Cortificates

F, Hall, Mississippi; D, H, Moore, of

The excellence of their 
cheese products tells the story of their 
success If Canadian farmers can suc- 
cessfully compete with their product 
against the worldin an open market, 1s 
any man foolish enough to assert that 
Canadian manufacturers are less intelli- 
gent, or less capable of maintaining a 
good fight under similar conditions in 
their lines? The individual Canadian is 
the pser of his brother of Anglo-Saxon 
lineage wherever he may be found ; we 
have simply to look at the marvellous suc- 
cess of Canadians in the United States for 
proof of this. What the Canadian 1s_ in- 
dividually so can Canada become nation- 
ally, ifshe is only given the opportunity. 

Among the objéctions to reciprocity in 
trade it is amusing to read or hear the 
statement that we can do without the 


Americans. We can open markets in 
other countries. It is allrightto open as 
many channels for trade as possible, 


but England and the United States must 
continue to be our markets. The former 
will always be free; the latter we want 
made free and continued free, We sent 
twenty-one million dollars worth of farm 
roducts to England last year, and thirteen 
millions to the United States. Of the 
twenty-one millions worth sent to Fngland 
sixteen million was made up of cheese and 
cattle, Ifwe ceduct these articles for 
which a market wili always be’open inEng- 
land, there were shipped of the product of 
the farm eivht millions more to the United 
States thin to England. Is it nota 
serious thing that the McKinley bill will 
practically shut us out from this market. 
We are told that we should be indepen- 
dent of the Americans, and not be in- 
fluenced by them. We cannot get away 


from this continent. We are not in 
Europe. American social customs, man- 


ners and legislation all affect us closely. 
Itisnot tothe Canadian government we 
are indebted for the recent reduction of 
the du.y or raw sugar, it isto the McKin- 
ley legislation at Washington. We were 
obliged to follow it. In countless other 
ways we are affected by the UnitedStates. 
We changed our railway gvage from five 
feet six inches to four feet eight inches ; 
our currency from pounds, shillings and 
pence to dollars and cents; our weights 
were changed, and all this that we might 
conform to the usage of 
the continent and remove 
minor, but serious restrictions to trade. 
Even our spelling methods of‘doting let- 
ters and our colloqual speech have been 
influenced by rhe contenental connection 
of the older member of the family settled 
in the United States. Now let us re- 
move 4ll restrictions to trade the last and 
most serious one—the customs duties. 

The policy that will tuild up Cadada 
and make her strong and great 1s the, 
best policy from an imperial point of 
view. As amember ofthe great British 
Empire her development will add strength 
and power and prestige to the Imperial 
connection.

We adyise all of our readers to rea- 
carefully the speech delivered at Stirling 
last Thursday by Mr. J, W. Johnson, prin- 
cipal of the Ontario Business College, as 
reported in last night's issue.

A SAMPLE CASE 


The evidence given in the documents 
and by the witnesses relative to the dredg- 
ing in Quebec harbor gives an inkling of 
the way in which the public money has 
been squandered. No tenders were called 
for the work but the contract was given to 
Larkin, Connelly & Co. The firm was 
willing to do the work for 27c and 30c per 
yard, but according to Mr, Murphy's evi- 
dence Thcs. McGreevy offered to get the 
rate changed to 36c per yard if the firm 
would give him $25,000. To this Mr. 
Murphy agreed, and it was this figure that 
was paid, while for some of it, which was 
to bedumped on the embankment, the 
price was 80cper yard. The total cost of 
the work was $105,000 and on thisjob Mr, 
Conneily admits the firn: cleared $67,000, 
less, of course, the $25,000 given to Mr. 
McGreevy for his “influence” with Sir 
Hector. Fefore the committee the other 
day another contractor, who had _ before 
done similar work, said 20c per yard would 
have beena good price—less than one 
half what was actually paid. He said he 
would have gladly done it for that, yet 
this exhorbitant price wis paid with Sir 
Hector's knowledgeand consent.

A GAS TANK EXBE, SION, 


ROCHESTER'S FOUNDATIONS SHAKEN 
AS BY AN EARTHQUAKE. 


A Man Killed and the Watohman's Body 


in the Ruthe-Causo of the Accident 


Mystery—A Very Strange Dems 


Rocuxsren, No Y., July 16,— About 
twelve o'olouk last night a mighty explosion, 
which made the buildings All over tho wost 
vide of tho city rock on their foudatious, 
startled #loeping residents from one ond of 
the ofty to the other Tho great gasometor 
at tho old Muntolpal gas works on Canal 
atreot, now a part of thy ooielly tated 
Rochestor gas company, bad explode. ‘Tha 
huge tank was totally doatroyed, Ooo man 
la dead from injuries recelved by being 
struck by a plece of the fying debris aud the 
night watchman at tho works, Michal 
Staploton, bas not been seen since tho cise 
tor 

It was o remarkable sight that met the 
eyed of the first comers to the cone, Where 
the big tank bad stood was left nothing but 
the buge pit Oiled almost to tho loyel of the 
ground with wate Tho huge fron columns 
which bad been located — at ine | 
tervals around tho tank, aod by 
moans of which the latter was ralset and 
lowered according to the gas prossurd, were 
come of then: still standing unsupported, but 

others bad fallen in the general wreck and

Other smaller plecos of motal wor hurled 
nbout in overy direction, Thero wore two 
sharp concussions in close succession, and 
then a sheet of fame shot up from the top of 
the tank, At the samo iustant tho tank was 
wrenched and broken and the plecos began 
to dy through the air, 

The shock of the explosion was felt thi ough- 
out the city but more platuly, of cours, fn 
tho western part. The number of windows 
brokon cannot bo ertimated, 

The peoplo residing in_ the Kighth and 
Eleventh wards almost all rose from tholr 
beds with varying impressions of what bad 
happonod. Several in the immodiate vicinity 
were knocked out of their beds. Sone 
thought that ancarthquake had shaken up 
the city, others that their residences bad beow 
struck by lightaing. The damage dong out- 
side of the tank itself will vory probably 
amount to a thousand dollars, Buildings In 
the centro of the city were shaken but little 
or no damage was done except in the Eighth — 
and Eleventh wards. 

What caused the explosion ts a m yatery. 
For over two months past the gasometer bas 
been unused, The board of health ordered 
the company to ropair a leak in the tank and 
for that purpose the gas had beon pumped 
out, Workmen had been engaged in mak- 
ing the repairs for sovoral weeks past and so 
free from gas was the tank that lights Nad * 
been carried about in the Interior, After! 
the repairs were completed the task of filliug 
the tank with wator to cloanse it was begun, 
and this work was in progress whoo the. Ox 
plosion occurred, As the manhole {n tho. 
tank was open, however, there was DO poasi-, 
bility of air pressure being caused. 

The big gasomoter was 100 -feotoin diame- 
ter, 40 feet in height and was. gauged to hold 
00,000 cubic feet of gas. It was constricted 
of heavy abeet ron, The tank was builc in. 
1870 and gns was first pumped into it tho next 
year. It is estimated that the loss to the 
gas company by the explosion is $60,000, 
This loss is partly covered'by insurance. 

Had the throng of people which occupied 
the tow-path an bour before not been driven 
away there would probably have been a 
frightful lint of casualt of casualties.

No doubt there lies somewhere io our rivers, 
“under the glassy, cool translucent wave,” o1 
on their flower bordered banks some odorous 
horb or water-woed which the otters also love, 
That the pleasure felt by so many animals iq 
the odor of “sweet lavender” is due to pure 
and simple enjoyment of a perfume, made in 
tensely more delightful to them than to our- 
selves by the wonderful devolopment of their 
sense of smell seems clear, not only from the 
fact that so many species #hare this amiable 
fondness for the secent, but also becanse their 

liking for perfumes is by no means | mited to 
that of lavender. 

A flask of rose water will makeas many 
friends among the leopards and their kin ae 
will the former scent, and they also enjoy the 
sweet odor of pinks and lilac blossom. The 
heavy scent of lilies and narcissi fails to please, 
perhaps on account of their strong narcotia 
qualities. It isnot unlikely that the scent of 
these -plants with which the Farles wore 
said tostupify their victims, an odor which 
is often insupportable to men themselves, 
should he distasteful to their far more sensk 
tiye nostrils,

lace presided. 

Mr Turner was called, ard was asked to 
go and seo the books so as to ascertain whon 
he commenced doing the work, and how 
many names he used in drawing the money, 
Mr. Douglas, the late assistant secretary of 
the department, asked Mr, Turner, so he 
said, to change the name from his own to 
Hat of his wife, Mr, Douglas is now dead. 

Sir Richard Cartwright asked the Auditor 
General if any permanent hands in his de- 
partment were paid as was represented to the 
one in question, 

Auditor-General; No. 

Mr. Rothwell, clerk of the Law Depart- 
ment, was next examined. He said that it 
was not the practice of the department to 
pay the clerks as {t would appear by those 
pergons who caine before the committee, and 
who were certifying to checks and pocketing 
the money. As was shown by the evidence of 
one particularly, Mr, Nelson, as far back as 
1883 permanent bands were paid for extra 
work, Ho (Rothyell) recommended the dix 
missal of the clerk, McCabe, as being incom- 
petent, and afterwards he was put back to 
the department by Mr. McMaster, ex-M, P. 

“I suppose Mr. Burgess ylolded in a mo- 
mont of weakness.” (Laughter,) 

Mr. McCabe, he said, who appeared be- 
forse the committee, was interfered with by 
Nelson and almost terrorized, so as not to 
give straight evidence, and he (Rothwell) 
knew he (McCabe) did not tell all that he 
knew. As for his own part he would rather 
be Mr. Henry or even the dismissed Palmer, 
one thousand times over than any Frank 
Nelson or the others, who wore pampered by 
the deputy and placed over the heads of far 
superior officials, and then come before that 
committee aud swear thoy were taking money 
behind the deputy’s back in such a question- 
ablo manner. Apart from these clerks, who 
called themselves important officials, there 
wore some 50 or 60 clerks {ii the department 
with whom he was proud to bo associated. He 
claimed that a clerk named Rowatt drow 
money in his mother’s name, yet there was 
no pretence of work being done. 

An extra clerk named Hickey, who at- 
conded the first meoting of the aggrieved 
extra hands when they threatened to show 
up the Department and who was vo be the 
one to write, them up, next gave evidence, 
and created considerable amusement when he 
said it was bis intention to do so at that 
necting, buton being taken back the day 
aftor he was sent away, and the matter fully 
explained to him, ho saw everything was sat- 
isfactory.

The Committee of the Commons Agree 
Upon a Bill, 

Orrawa, July 17.—A bill instituled ‘An 

act to secure the better observance of the 
Lord’s Day” has been agreed upon by the 
Special Committe, to whom it was referred 
for consideration and report some weeks ago. 
The committees made extensive amendmenta 
to the original bill, as submitted to it, chiofly 
by striking out clauses considered too strin- 
gentin their provisions and not practicable | 
In application to some of the provinces of 
Canada, with many of whose established 
custoins it would interfere. The amended 
bill reported for committee prohibits work 
and traffic on Sunday as follows: 
Tho printing, publication and sale of any 
aewspaper, provided, however, that neces- 
sary office work may be performed after 9 
o'clock in the evening of the Lord’s Day for 
the purpose of facilitating the publication of 
the Monday morning issueof any daily news- 
paper. 

The opening of any of the canals in Can- 
ada to traffic or business from 6 a, m, to 10 
p. m. on Sunday, but the provision may be 
suspended in any year by order im council 
after Oct. 15, 

No railway train is to be loaded at any 
railway station, or enpty cars moved from 
one station to another, nor any freight train 
permitted to start from any railway station 
tn Cannda on Sunday except such are made 
up of live stock or perishable freight, and 
where the despatching of trains to relieve 
sufforers by accident or fire is deemed ne- 
cessary, but through passenger trains each 
way with their necessary connections shall 
be permitted on any trunk line in Canada, 
but merely local passenger trains are pro- 
hibited.

How 4 Conpse 18 CreMAtep.—There aro 
sovoral rethods of cremation, Among the 
most practical is that of Dr, Polli, of Italy, 
who obtains complete incineration or cal 
ciuation by the useof cecal gas mixed with 
atmusphoric air, applied to a cylindrical re- 
tort of refracting clay, so as to consume the 
gaseous products of combustion. This pro- 
cess ocouplos two hours. In the Siomen's 
regenerative furnace, which has been ap- 

rove by several high authorities, only the 
fot blast Is used, the body supplying by- 
drogen and carbon; or a stream of heated 
hydrocarbon mixed with heated air is sent 
from a gasometer supplied with coal, char- 
coal, peat or wood, the brick or iron cased 
chamber being thus heated to a bigh degree 
before cremation begins, 

How to Ger Rip or Rats. -There are 
traps and poisons innumerable for abating 
rat plagues, Lut the best moans of ridding a 
building of rats is to frighten them at hoad- 
quarters. One of the best mothods of doing 
this is to@atcb two or three in a trap, and 
after singoing off their bair set them Joose 
with a coating of the following mixture; 
Dissolve two ounces of glue, two ounces 
tincture of ussafcetida, and two ounces pot- 
ash in water, and add balf an ounce of phos- 
phorous to one mixture, Rats treated with 
this compound slightly heated scare thelr 
fellows, and there will be no more trouble 
for months. Another good plan is to scat- 
tor dry chloride of lime around and in the 
rat holes. 

How ro Kary Pites ynom Horses.— Bruise 
4 buuch of smartweed until the juico exudes, 
and then rub the animal with the bruised 
weed, jaying especial attention to the legs, 
necks and ears. This will keep flies and 
other insects off the horse for tweaty-four 
hours, when the process should be repeated. 
A strong infusion of the weed can be made 
by boiling it several minutes in water. 
When cold it cau be applied with a sponge 
or brash. 

How 10 Puriry a Sick CHamper,--Tho 
British parliament awarded a London phy- 
sician $25,000 for tho discovery of the fol- 
lowing metbod; Put half an ounce of sul- 
pburic acid in a crucible glass or china cup 
and warm it over a lamp, or in heated sand, 
adding a little nitre to it from time to time. 
This produces nitrous acid Vapor, Several 
of these vessols must be placed in tho sick 
phamber and in the neighboring apartménts 
oud passages ata distance of twenty teot 
from each other, 

How To Perniry Woop.—Mix equal quan- 
tities of powdered yom salt, rock alum, chalk 
and pebbles and white vinegar. After the 
ebullition coases throw in the wood, which 
will become petrified after soaking four or 
five days. 

How To Drink MiLK,--New milk does not 
agree with evorybody, Doctors recommend 
an almixture of lime water and various 
other things to rendor it acceptable to weak 
storuachs. But all of these plans nre injudi- 
cious. No matter how weak a stomach may 
be, tailk can be taken without unpleasant 
result and with impunity by adhering to the 
following directions. Sip it, and mix *the 
milk with tho saliva of tho mouth before 
swallowing. This will cause it to rapidly 
and easily assimilate with the acids of tho 
stomach. 

How to Exrewanate Rep Ants.—Set 
a plate weil covered with lard where the 
in.ects abound. They are very fond of lard, 
prefering itto sugar. Place « fow sticks 
around the plate forthe ants to climb up.

Tho question now arose that ax the guilt 
of Miss Marchurst seemed so certain, how 
was it that Selina Sprotts was poisoned in- 
stead of her mistress? But this was settled 
by Mme. Midas, who, beingrecalled, dopos- 
ed that Kitty did not know Selina slept with 
her on that night, and the curtains being 
drawn, could not possibly tell two people } 
wore in the bed, I 

‘This was al] the evidence obtainable, and 
the coroner now proceeded to sum up. t 

The case, he said, was a most remarkable 
one, and it would be necessary, for the jury 
to consider very gravely all the evidence 
Inid before them in order to arrive ata pro- 
per conclusion before giving their verdict, 
Tn the first place, it had been clearly proved 
by the government analyst that the deceased 
had died from effects of conia, which was, as 
they had been told, tho alkaloid of hemlock, 

a well-known hedge plant which grows 
abundantly in most parts of Groat Britain, , 
According to the evidence of Dr, Chinston, 
the deceased had died from serous apoplexy, 
and from all the post-mortem appearances 
this was the case. But they must remember 
that it was almost impossible to detect cer- 
tain vegetable poisons, such as aconite ang 
atropia, without minute chemical analysis, 
Thoy would remember a case which startied ! 
London some years ago, in Which the prison 
er had poisoned his brother-in-law by means 
of aconite, and it taxed all the ingenuity , 


and cleverness of experts to find the traces , 
of poison in the stomach of the deceased, 
In this caso, however, thauks to Dr. Golli- ; 
peck, who had seen tho similarity of tho | 
symptoms between the post-fnortem appear- : 
ance of the stomach of Adgle Blondot and | 
the presont case, the usual tests for conia 
wore applied, and, as thoy bad been told 
by the government analyst, tho result was 
conia was found, So they could be quite 
certain that the deceased had died of poison 
—that poison being conia, The next thing 
for them to consider was how the poiion way 
administered. According to the evidence of 
Miss Mareburst, some unknown person hid 
been standing outside the window and pour- { 
ed the poison into the glass on the table. 
Mrs. Villiors had stated that the window 
was open all night, and, from the position of 
the table near it, nothing would be easier 
than for any one to introduce tho poisoy 
{nto the glass as asserted by Miss Marchurst. 
On the other hand, the evidence of the 


detective Kilsip went to show that no 
marks wore visibly @s to any ono 
having been at the window; and 


another thing which rendered Miss Mare 
churst's story doubtful was the resemblance 
it had to a drama in which she bad frequent- 
ly acted, called Tbe Hidden Hand.” Inthe ; 
last act of that drama poison was admin- 
istered to one of the characters in precisoly 
the same manner, and though of course such 
a thing might happen in real lifo, still ip this 
case it was a highly suspicious circumstance 
that a woman like Miss Marchurst, who had 
frequently acted in the drama, should ses 
tho same thing actually occur off the stago, 
Rejecting, then, as improbable the story of 
the hidden hand, seeing that the evidence 
was strongly against it, the next thing was 
to look into Miss Marchurst’s past life and 
seo if sho had any motive for committing the 
crime. Before doing so, bowever, he \ ould 
point out to them that Miss Marchurs: was 
the only person in the room when the crime 
was committed. The window {in ber room 
and one of the windows in Mrs. Vit. 
liers’s room wore both locked, and tho open 
window had @ tatve in front of it, so that 
any one entering would very probably knock 
itover, and thus awaken the sleepers, On 
the other hand, no one could have entered it 
fat the door, because they would not ‘hayo 
had timo to escape before the crimo was dis 
covered. So it was clearly shown that Misa 
Mareburst must have been alone in the room 
when the crime was committed. Now to

NOW THOUGHT TO BE ACCIDENTAL. 

The medical testimony given in the 
coroner's inquest at Fairbank, touching the 
death of Miss Sophia Handoock, virtually 
dispelled che theory of foul play. It was 
demonstrated pretty conclusively that the 
fracture to the skull might have been caused 
by a heavy fall against some blunt substance, 
and that the wound could have been caused 
by the head coming into contact with thi 
corner of the cellar door, The corner of tho 
trap door beara a corner freshly broken off, 
The growing impression in the neighborhood 
is that the deceased was carrying a puil 
of butter across the floor, near the trap door 
which was not closed tight down, Clow 
to the door is a home-made mat, on which 
she tripped and fell with all ber weight 
against the door.

Bellevilledepends largely on the 
farming community and they must do some 
thing to attract the farmers to the city and 
to give them a good market for their pro- 
duce, This factory would afford an al- 
most unlimited market for fruit and vege- 
tables from Hastings and Prince Edward 
counties and wouldbe a good thing for 
the city and they would be blind to their 
interests to neglect this opportunity. 
Other places are offering inducements to 
these samemen. They are independent 
men and will go where chey can do best 
and if we do not make them as good an 
offer as other places do we will not get 
them.

$8000a year in wages and the output of the 
factory will amount to at least $40,000 
worth a year, most of which money will 
be driwn in from outside sources and 
spent in_ Belleville. 

Ald, Walmsley said three more honest 
able business men could not be found any 
place than these three. He did not think 
any factory cou'd be got that would do 
nore good to the city than this one. 


Ald. Bogart said he did not approve of ; 


the principle of bonusing, but so long as 
other places did it Belleville must also 
do it, During the last two Or three years 
they had spent considerable money ad- 
vertising the city and trying to induce in- 
dustries to locate here, and new when 
they had a chance to secure a new indus- 
try according to taeir advertised terms it 
would be folly to refuse the opportunity. 
Of course it is a small industry, but the 
amount asked foris also small. If the 
city is to prosper they must secure more 
industries and to get them they must offer 
inducements equal to those offered by all 
the othertowns and citiss or they will 
never get them. 

Ald. Yeomans said he had been doing 
some figuring and found that the man 
who now paid $100 in taxes would, if this 
bonus were granted, have to pay just 45 
cents more on account of it. The man 
assessed for $1,000 would have to pay 44 
cents more taxes, so the burden would 
not be very heavy. He would like to see 
the by-law carried and the industry es- 
tablished. The canning factories in Pic- 
ton have not only been a good thing for 
thetown, but have had a most beneficial 
effect on all the surrounding 
country. Not only do such factories give 
employment to a large number within the 
factories, but hundreds of women and 
children must also be employed in pick- 
ing the fruit, vegetables, etc. 

The discussion was continued by Ald. 
Skinner, Doyle, Luscombe, Wensley and 
Graham in favor of the by-law, and by 
Ald, Collins, Petrie and Johnston against 
when Ald. Collins’ motioa to rise and re- 
port was lust, only Ald. Collins, Johnson 
and Petrie voting for it.

DEAD FISH IN THE LAKE 


Said to be Caused by the High Tempers 
ture of tho Water 

The annoyance caused by the washing 
ashore in Lake Ontario of thousands of 
young fish has again brought np the 
question pathy | pisciculturists as to the 
species of which these fish consist, Mr. 
S. Wilmot, superintendent of fish culture 
for the Dominion, is of the opinion that 
they are such as are found in salt water, 
but of a degenerate character. He believes 
that atone time they found ther way 
from the sea up the St. Lawrence and inte 
lake Ontario, where they became acclim 
ted, have bred and then degenerated. He 
attributes the heavy mortality to the 
higher temperature of the lake water im 
summer ure as Compared with the oceam, 
and particularly to the fact that these fish 
seek the shallow and consequently warm 
er water to spawn, and ate in this way an- 
nually killed off by thousands. [he theory 
that these fish are small shad, Mr. Wilmot 
says, cannot be considered tenable. A 
shad at maturity will weigh about two

Applications 
of ice arrested the hemmorhage and by 
the administration of opiates and ergotine 
the wounded man rested easier, although 
his groans were fearful and heart-rending. 
The lung being penetrated, at each breath 
the air taken into the lcngs was expelled 
through the veins and tissue until the face, 
neck and breast were swollen to nearly 
double their size. 

Dr, Brodek thinks the ball passed from 
the point ofentrance downward and for- 
ward entering the ramifications of the 
pulmonary artery and veins, severing the 
capillary vessels producing pulmonary 
hemmorhage. This hemmorhage the 
doctor succeeded in checking and he in- 
sisted uponythe patient remaining quietly 
where he was, and received the consent of 
the proprietor of the shop to keep him 
there.

The majority of the victims were women 
and chillren, The wrecked carriages con- 
pisted of one first-class, two second-clary and 
& guard's van, The firet was completely 
shattere!. The work of rescue proceeded 
slowly during the night until dawn. People 
then beyan to flock to the scene by thous- 
ands, mony seeking friends who had not re- 
turned froin the fete by daybreak, Thoro 
were 20,000 persons around the station and 
school room and town ball, where the 
bodies of the dead were lying, were besieged 
hy distracted people. 

MEARTRENDING SCENES, 

Tuside there wasn constant succession of 
heartrending secnes, asin the dim light, af- 
forded by the laps, the fidentitication of the 
eharred and mangle! bodies proceeded. A 
man searcbing for ilssing relatives suddonly 
came upon the bodies of his wife and 
daughter, His cries attracted his brother-in- 
law, who in turn recognized a grandchild 
lying dead, aud ned that his wife and 
his mother were ia an hospital dying, A 
tan who for a long time had been rushing 
about half demonted seeking his family 
stopped a litter entering the schoolroom and 
found {t bore the charred bodies of his wife 
and baby, the latter being only a few months 
old, Five of this man’s children were on the 
train nul only one was reached ving. The 
bodies of the others were picked from the 
debris, 

Most of the bordies In tho town hall were 
scorched beyond recognition, They owe 
their identification to some special mark, 
The fire that broky out after the accident 
was flercest in the first-class carriage from 
which 13 bodies have been recovered so badly 
charred that identification is impossible. 
Among the injured sent to Tye Hospital a 
number died immediately after admission 
and many are expected to succumb, 

THE DEED OF A FIEND. 

Le Paris last evening states that an in- 
vestigation made {nto the Bt Mande Rail 
road accident has disclosed the startling fact 
that the disaster was intentionally caused by 
some unknown miscreant who deliberately 
altered the signals 80 as to bring the two 
trains into collision, This apnouncoment 
las caused the most intense indignation 
among the relations and friends of the vic- 
tims and has aroused popular generally to a 
itate of great exitemont. There seems to be 
littlodoubt as to the fate of the cowardly 
miscreant, who caused the terrible loss of 
life, if he falls into the hands of the mourn- 
ore now gathered at St. Mando, 


THE COURTEVOIRE MURDER. 


A Pair of Paeis Criminals Gulllotined Yes- 
terday. 


Panis, July 28.—The execution of young 
Berland and Dore, two accomplices of Mero 
Berland, in what is known as the Courtevoire 
murder took place yesterday in the Plico 
de la Roqaeits. Dore left his cell with ox- 
treme composure. He made no objections. 
Diebler, the chief executioner, assisted by 
hts son, attended the criminal’s toilet for the 
scaffold, But though he had thus far con- 
ducted himself with wonderful courage, 
Dore faltered and trembled as he reached 
the shadow of the red-painted up- 
rights of the guillotine and caught 
sight of the delady, shining knife 
which was to sever bis head from his body, 
The murderer, at the sight of the instrument.

NEWS HOOL 


Some Changes in tho Education Act of 
| Jntorest to Rural Sootions, 
! Atthe last session ofthe Ontario legis- 
re, some important changes were 
made in the school laws, 3oine of these 
is of importance to direct the attention 
| of municipal officers and rural school 
tuustees. It provides for the payment by 
each township council annually to each 
+ schoo] section in which sehool has been 
kept during the who'e ot the previous year, 
of the sum of one hundred dollars over 
and iboveall school yrants. Sections in 
which schools have been kept for less than 
six months areertitied to nothing from 
this new school fund. Those whose schools 
have been open between six iaonths and 
the whore year are entitled to a part of 
the hundred dollars proportionate to the 
part of the years during which their 
schools have been in operation each union ¢ 
school section is entitled to the hundred 
dollargrant, but each municipality only 
whicn the unien school section is fayored 
has to provide a part 43 proportion to the 
part of the whole assessed property of the 
section which lies within the muntipality, 
Sections in which more than one teacher 
is employed are en, tledto an additional 
filty dollars for each additional 
teacher 

An illustration will pethips make this 
clearer, Stirling Union school section is 
composed of Stiiliny village and portions 
of Rawdoo ind Sidney, Its school has 
four teachers. According to the provi- 
sion of the law to which we have referred, 
the section will be entitled to a new grant 
of $260. ‘This sum has to be rused by the 
municipalities ot Stirling, Rawdon and 
Sidney in the ratio that the total assessed 
value ofthe property, included in the 
section, and lving within any of these 
municipaities, bears tothe whole assessed 
value of the Union school section, 

This new provision of the law will com- 
mend itself, we ure sure, to the good sense 
of all who wish well to our free school 
system and willdo much*to lessen ths 
serious and unjust inequalities which have 
heretofere existed in the local rates of 
school taxation. The chance will not in- 
crease the whole amount raised in each 
municipality for school purposes but will 
ower the ssctiva rates of school taxit ion.

But if he means aman who can _ boodle, 
and his henchmen with hin, then his 
place is hard to fill, It cannot be 
filled out of the Reform ranks and I 
do not think it can be, in the Do- 
minion. In proof of this take his 
Dominion Temperance Act, known as the 
McCarthy Act, that cost the oountry a 
quarter of million, and in two years he’ 
was forced to repeal it That was not 
wise legislation. Then take the eight law 
suits at the Privy Council. He was beaten 
in allofthem. In the last one, re the! 
St. Catherines Milling company, Dalton | 
McCarthy got $33,500. All this was to 
plunder Ontario, Had we not had honest 
men atthe head we would have been 
plundered as the rest of the provinces 
are. Then take his franchise act thithe 
passed to keep him and his boodlers in 
| power to continue their plunder, The air 
{is thick around Ottawa just now. We will 
see what the end will be.
